MODERN MAGAZINES 



The thoughtful observer who has noted with some degree of 
consternation the decadence of certain monthly magazines from 
their former dignified and self-respecting estate will be inclined to 
agree with the burden of Robert Underwood Johnson's lament that 
the trail of "yellow journalism" and the obsession of the muckraker 
are upon a large proportion of our monthly periodicals. Their aim 
seems to be to achieve a sensation at any cost. Journals that former- 
ly held illustrations of genuine artistic value and literature of elevat- 
ed and refined character, now offend the cultured portion of their 
clientele with crudely executed and garish daubs of flamboyant im- 
pressionism that rival the sketches of a low type of foreign periodic- 
al, and are without a redeeming scintilla either of wit or of facile 
execution, a great many of the articles are either frankly coarse and 
vulgar or subtly suggestive. Vice masquerades beneath the hypo- 
crisy of moral purpose, those chosen to conduct the crusades in be- 
half of social purity usually being persons of unsavory experience 
in filth for filth's sake. The "white slave noevlist" enjoys being 
hailed in public meetings and in private drawing rooms as a Sir 
Galahad born to regenerate the world, a St. George with a divinely 
appointed mission to quench the life of the fire-breathing dragon of 
sin. The magazine of the day gives him the chance he seeks to 
pose as prophet and martyr, only a little lower than the angels; 
and he draws a rajah's income from writings whose whole trend is 
pornographic beneath the pious moralizings and the crocodile tears 
of a nauseating sentimentality. 

The "muckraking" magazine has no character to keep, no 
standard to maintain, no mission to fulfil. It has nothing to do with 
elevating the standard of periodical literature. Its one aim is to 
raise its news stand sales by furnishing what it thinks the public 
wants. The theory that nothing is too gruesome .too repulsive, too 
unsavory, too clinical to appeal to the morbid appetency of the pub- 
lic, seems to be the basis of selection of the editors in the acceptance 
of manuscripts. "Just persons that need no repentance" can find 
no room in stories dealing with unlawful love. The criminals are 
the only interesting people. There is no market for the thoughts and 
deeds of normal human beings. The editors must have "realism" — 
i.e., the doings of the erotic, the neurotic, the paranoiac; those 
whose eccentric orbits never touch the circle of the lives of simple, 
kindly, average people. Is there no happy medium between steriliz- 
ed, anaemic, lack-lustre, denatured magazine fiction and the kind 
of story that under pretext of being red-blooded and true to life 
"plays tennis with the ten comman dments"?
